Morgan In New House 
Anti Senate Districts 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
Kentucky General Assembly 
wound up its special ^appor¬ 
tionment session Friday as the 
Senate passed a redistricting 
measure approved earlier by 
the House. 

The bill will now be for¬ 
warded to Gov. Nunn who 
will either approve or veto 
it or allow it to become law 
without his signature. Nunn 
told a reporter that at pre¬ 
sent he has no intention of 
vetoing the measure, but will 
give it further study. 

HOUSE DISTRICT 

Morgan, Elliott and Rowan 
counties were combined to 
compose House Dist. No- 71. 
The old district was com¬ 
posed of Morgan, Elliott and 
Lawrence. In the redistricting 
Lawrence war split, the south¬ 
ern sector being joined with 
Johnson and Martin to com¬ 
pose House Dist. No. 97, and 
the northern sector being com¬ 
bined with part of Boyd to 
compose House Di s t. No. 99. 

*I|ie new 71st dist. will be al¬ 
most ideal in population as 
ordered by the courts. The 
1970 census shows the three 
counties with a combined head 


count of 32,962. Rowan has 
a population of 17,010; Morgan 
10,019; and Elliott 5,933. 

Th e new district is over¬ 
whelmingly democratic. Mor¬ 
gan and Elliott are so strongly 
democratic that republicans 
seldom offer for public offices. 

Menifee i Wolfe and Magof¬ 
fin counties were combined to 
make House Dist- No. 92, with 
a population of 34,860. 

SENATE DISTRICT 

In the Senate redistricting, 
Morgan. Elliott and Wolfe were 
placed in a new nine-county 
district that Includes also Ro¬ 
wan, Menifee, Magoffin, 
Breathitt, Owsley and Jackson 
counties. The new district has 
a combined population of 
82.373, just 2-7% under the 
recommended ideal to attain 
the one-person, one-vote re- 
presantation. 

Under the revised redistrict¬ 
ing plan Elliott County has 
been placed in the largest area 
Senatorial district of the com¬ 
monwealth. The new senator¬ 
ial district contains nine coun¬ 
ties, more than any other dis¬ 
tinct. 

The senatorial district is so

Kentucky will turn the ARC 
dollars into four new voca¬ 
tional education schools in 
Pulaski, Letcher, Perry and 
Morgan counties and improve- 
ments on four other schools 
ill Leslie, Knott, Lee and 
Whitley counties The four 
new vocational! schools will 
erve 984 students- 

Included in the applications 
to the Appalachian Regional 
Commission is a $480,000 re¬ 
quest for funds to aid in con¬ 
structing a new Morgan Coun¬ 
ty Vocational School Exten¬ 
sion Center at West Liberty. 

This new facility, to be in¬ 
cluded in the new county high 
school complex planned at 
Index, will double the number 
of courses offered at the pre¬ 
sent facility, a|»d will offer 
programs in auto mechanics, 
drafting, industrial electricity, 
welding, auto body repair, and 
health occupations. 

The facility will cost $600,- 
000 and will serve 164 stu¬ 
dents. Morgan County's contri¬ 
bution will be $120,000. 

'Total cost of the proposed | 
new county high school, which j 
will offer high school credits 
for vocational training cour¬ 
ses, is estimated at around $2 
million. 

Nunn noted that total en¬ 
rollments in vocational edu¬ 
cation in Kentucky have in¬ 
creased by more than 14 per 
cent sftice 1968, with more 
than 120,000 secondary and 
adult students now enrolled in 
vocational training.

CASING WILL BE 
SET TO 10,000 FT. 
TESTING STARTS 


Drillers “bottomed-°ut” 
Tuesday at 10.016 feet in the 
deep test well they diilled for 
Monitor Petroleum Corp. near 
Moon post office in eastern 
Morgan county, and logging 
the well has started. Also pipe 
is being brought in to case 
the well down to the granite. 

“We’ve got two very inte¬ 
resting zones.” said Monitor’s 
division manager Bink Strick¬ 
land, Wednesday. “Zones that 
have both oil and gas.” he 
added. But he declined to re¬ 
veal estimated production. 

Trucks commenced running 
last night (Wednesday) bring 
in casing from West Virginia 
to case the well. 'The casing 
will be set to a depth of 10,000 
feet, Strickland said. 

And as soon as the deepest 
casing is set, Halliburton Co 
will cement it in and start 
testing to decide on fracking 
procedures. 

Logging of various strata in 
the deep hole was started 
Tuesday and was being con¬ 
tinued yesterday, with geolo- j 
gists from several offices pre¬ 
sent. 

The deep-test, one of two 
drilled by Monitor in north¬ 
eastern Kentucky, was drilled 
by Slim Ray of London, using 
a rotary mig. Now a large 
"work over” cable tool rig will 
be brought in from Louisana 
to do the finishing work. 

IN ST AT EG IC SECTION 

The Morgan deep-test is on 
the farm of Fred Ison on Doc 
Ison Greek, about three-four¬ 
ths of a mile north of Moon 
post office. 

The site is in a corner just 
northwest of the point where 
the Paint Creek Uplift crosses 
the Irvine-Paint Creek Fault, 
and in a strategic airea of 
interesting formations. 

Driller s found that various 
formations were relatively on 
a level with the deep-test 
(Monitor drilled last year at 
Stephens in eastern Elliott 
county, about 15 miles to the 
north, until the Cambrian wa s 
reached. But commencing with 
the Knox, the deeper forma¬ 
tions dropped sharply, and the 
Cambrian atop the grar.ite was 


more than 300 feet deeper ^ 
than in the Elliott well. 

Ihe Elliott well was drilled 
to a depth of 9,670 feet, and 
a good flow of gas was hit 
in the St- Peter, according to 
reports. 

As regards the Morgan well, 
Stricklaoid a few weeks ago 
said that oil was hit in the 
Knox between 4.800 and 4,900 
in the well at Moon, and he 
indicated that drill stem tests 
had revealed a flow of up¬ 
wards of 400 barrels a day. 

But any other detail's of pro¬ 
duction have not been revealed. 

Since drilling the Elliott 
deep-test well last year Moni¬ 
tor has picked up 68.000 acres 
of leases in Morgen, Elliott, 
Lawrence and Johnson coun¬ 
ties, and plans extensive drill¬ 
ing in the first three counties, 
dnd a few wells in Johnson. 

The Morgan and Elliott deep- 
tests were drilled on a farm- 
out agreement with Ashland 
Oil, Pennzoil and Sun, and 
Srickland a few week’s agi 
said that if the Moon well 
comes in good, there may be 
unlimited drilling in this area. ’

Separate checks, schedul¬ 
ed to reach beneficiaries later 
in June, will cover the amount 
of the increase for the months 
of January through April. 

Ball emphasized that social 
security beneficiaries do not 
need to get in touch with a 
social security office to get the 
checks. The payments will be 
mailed to beneficiaries auto¬ 
matically.

beneficiaries, including the ad 
justment to take account of 
events that have affected their 
individual benefit payments 
for a particular month in the 
retroactive period.

At the age of 21, she mar¬ 
ried Bryant Fannin, also a 
Baptist preacher. "He was a 
good man,” Mrs. Fannin re¬ 
called. "He never gave me a 
shoj t word.” Her Husband died 
24 bears ago. 

Mrs. Fannin didn't get much 
education, because little was 
available—especially for girls 
—in her childhood days. She 
went to school about three 
weeks, then quit. She didn't 
like the teacher (a man) b>‘ 
cause ‘‘he packed a switch 
and pecked on the young 'uns, 
and besides, I knew about as 
much as he did.” 

Lfhe school, a log building 
with no window, was about 
six miles away. It had a big 
fireplace where trees burned 
to provide heat. Seats were 
made of split logs, with large 
wood pegs for legs. 

Mins. Fannin said she never 
got a whipping "because I 
was so scared I didn't ever 
look up.” The teacher 'swatted" 
those students who did look 
up. In Mrs. Fannin’s estimation, 
the teacher was a 'mean man- ' 

Her father, Alvin Ca- C key, 
helped to build the fir-1 court¬ 
house in Morgan County, haul¬ 
ing stone by oxcart in “mud 
that was about belly deep to 
the oxen.” 

Spry and active, Mrs. Fannin 
can remember back to the 
time when she was ”5 °r 3 
years old.” She remembers 
when a "parcel of land” could 
be obtained for a "few shotgun 
shells or a cow,” when corn 


"before winter set ir.” and 
came home with a half-bushel 
of coffee (7Vic a pound), a 
couple of barrels of flour, salt 
and -“oda to last all winter 
and sugar, which sold at the 
rate of 5 pounds for 5c.

THE PERFECT AUTO — The 
dynamics of motion within a 
vacuum offers intriguing poss 
ibilities of power. This has 
long been known. But now a 
group of scientists at Johns 
Hopkins University’s special 
projects division claim thev 
have developed the perfect 
auto, using the power from a 
220-pound flywheel that rotates 
within a hermatically scaled 
vacuum chamber. The super- 
flywheel is "wound up" by a 
small electric motor which is 
plugged into an electric light 
socket for 20 minutes. Then the 
fly wheel transmits its motion 
to the outside through an elec¬ 
tromagnetic coupling, and is 
capable of running an auto for 
110 miles at speeds up to 70 
miles an hour, before it needs 
another 20-minute "wind-up". 
Such a car, costing much less 
than conventional gasoline en¬ 
gine cars and operating at a- 
bout dne-twentieth of the cost, 
could prove invaluable and pop¬ 
ular for urban use in big cities 
now chocked with by automo¬ 
bile-emitted pollution. Anyway, 
the university scientists have 
received a federal grant of 
$190,000 for continuing their 
work of perfecting the auto 
which they claim may bo the 
"perfect car.” Detroit manu¬ 
facturers scoff at the idea.

An area of land set aside for 
food production and cover for 
wildlife on each farm is need¬ 
ed. This can be a few rows of 
grain left at the ends of fields, 
a small area along the creek 
bank or edge of the woodland, 
not mowed and protected from 
grazing or any other method. 

There are different kinds of 
plants that make good feed for 
wildlife. Some of the ones we 
can grow are buckwheat, corn, 
hairy vetch lespedeza, millet, 
grain sorghums, wheat- soy¬ 
beans, orchard grass, blue- 
grass, alfalfa, serica lespedeza, 
and white clover. 

Some recommended seeding 
rates for these are: buckwheat. 


% to 1V 4 bushels per acre; 
corn, 7 to 12 pounds per acre; 
hairy vetch, 30 to 40 pounds 
per acre alone or 15 to 25 
pounds in mixture with small 
grain; lespedeza, 15 to 25 
pounds per acre; millet, 10 to 
30 pounds per acre alone or 15 
to 20 pounds in mixture; grain 
sorghums, 3 to 8 pounds per 
acre; soybeans, 3 to 5 pecks 
per acre; wheat, 1 to 1 M> bushel 
per acre.

FRANKFORT, Ky.—Kentucky 
is to have one of the most 
modern freshwater fish hatch¬ 
eries in the nation—and it will 
be in Northeast Kentucky. 

Under the terms of a contract

The first phase contract, a- 
mounting to slightly more than 
$1,300,000, has been awarded 
to the K. A. Barker Construc¬ 
tion Co. of Louisville. Under 
terms of the contract, the first 
phase must be completed by 
March 12, 1972. 

Minor Clark, commissioner of 
the Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources, said anoth¬ 
er contract for second phase 
work probably would be let 
during this summer and the 
hatchery should be operation by 
spring of 1973 at which time 
production of musky, walleye, 
rockfish, and largemouth bass 
is expected to begin. Forage 
fish also will be produced.
